Rut it only lasts for a 
little while, The bureaucracy, the Grand Dukes, 
the great ecclesiastics rally once more, and a 
fierce sibterranean struggle ensues for the 
possession of the Czar’s upproval. The 
bureaucracy wins, and (hings are as they were 
A conference of the presidents of the Zemstvos 
is sanctioned, Popular enthusiasm runs so 
high that the conference is prohibited.

The 
first of them is that the inviolability of the law 
shall be safeguarded for all alike. If that 
means that the reign of bureaucratic caprice 
and tyranny is henceforwaid at an end, itis a 
revolution in itself, Local institutions are to 
be given “as wide a scope as possible"; judicial 
procedure throughout the empire is to be made 
uniform, and the courts of justice are to be in- 
dependent ; the question of State insurance for 
working-men is to be considered ; “exceptional 
laws ure to be revised and modified; so, too, 
are the religious Jaws; and ‘all unnecessary 
restrictions should be removed frum the exist- 
ing Press laws.” 

All this is excellent. In fact, we have heard 
most-of it before. The manifesto of March 
1903 pledged the Czar to a policy of religious 
tolerance, to the improvement of the position o¢ 
the rural clergy, to a relaxation of the passport 


system, an abridgement of the authority of the |- 


commune over the individual, and an extension 
of local self-government, ‘These reforms have 
not yet been carried out. Most of them never 
will be carried out, so long as the autocracy 
itself remains unmodified, 

But the proclamation that was issued last 
Tuesday is in itself a sufficient commentary on 
the decree that preceded it by twenty-four 
hours. In it the autocracy throws down the 
gage to the whole idea of representative 
government. The reformers are described’ 
as “persons who are anxious to throw public 
and State life into confusion and to exploit the 
excited state of the public mind”; who ‘tre 
“dazzled by fallacious hopes,” and are “ work- 
ing, without being conscious of it themselves, 
for the benefit not of Russia, but of her enemies. 
Never has the autocracy come to closer argu+ 
ment, with the pros and cons of a Russian 
Parliament, and never has it thrust the idea 
aside with such abrupt und peremptory, de- 
cisiveness. ‘That is the: way of all autocracies. 
They da not change; they perish, They pro- 
mise in form, but they do not carry out infact. 
They temporise, and are swept away.

Plaintiff, a Canton merchant, stated that on 
the oth January he-arranged ‘to have the rice 
carried to Hongkong for-seventy-five dollars, 
The ice was packed in one hundred jars co- 
vered on the outside wih basket-work each’ 
jar containing fifty catlies, He put the jars on 
board himself when all were intact. On'arrivalat 
Hongkong, however, ninety-six of the jars were 
broken and 2,186 catties of ri¢e short, meaning 
alosa'to him of $229.17. Cross-examined: he 
did not make the arrangement with the juok 
owner but witha man on board who said he 
looked after the cargo. As rice could not be 
exported from the village nedt Canton, where 
he shipped it, the cargo was booked as salted 
tutnips. Hehad never at any time seen’ the 
defendant. He did not know what the penalty 
to the junk master would be if he was found 
smuygling rice. The freight on a hundred jars 


| of salted turnips would have been very ‘much

At about eleven o'clock 
witness was awoke by a ndise in the street, 
and the subsequent breaking in of the door, 
and when he got up to ‘see what the matter 
wag, a number of robbers, armed with knives 
and swords, entered and the prisoner, holding a 
six-chambered revolyer, demanded: his keys 
and valuables, The robbers then opened his 
locked boxes and drawers, and secured $300 
worth of jewellery, $340 in cash, and $120 worth 
of clothing. They then went into another 
room, and he heard his brother atid his brother's 
wife weeping, and when he went to their room 
the robbers had gone, and he found in the other 
room his maid servant dead, with a gunshot 
wound in the back, That was the girl Yung 
Kum Choi, aged 14 years. Witness found the 
bullet on the gth instant. He had heard a 
number of shotsfired, and he found two bullets 
on the floor of the maid servant's room, He 
last saw" deceased alive at bed-time, at ‘nine 
o'clock that evening. Afterwards the other 
gitl, Mak Min, b came sick and died in the 
following month. He reported the matter to 
the authorities on the 3rd October, and they 
came fo investigate affairs on the day fol- 
lowing. He'tauld recognise prisoner well, as 
he was the man who bit bim over the shins 
with a revolver. ,He had seen him before that 
night in the market place at Pik Kong, He 
saw him more thin once, and he was pointed 
out to him as Tai Fa-min.

Brown Jones aud‘Cu., undertakers, stated that 
on the 25th inst., he was having a wardrobe 
hauled up to the second floor of So. 41 Morri- 
son Hill Roid, At that time the deceased was 
holding the pguy-rope, and when the wardrobe 
was ata height of 22 feet, and had bat two 
more feet to reach (he window, the rope broke. 
‘The wardrobe fell, but the deceased did not 
appear to make any effort to get out of the 
way. le struck the ground at one corner and 
then [ell on deceased. The other coolies 
dragged him out and teok him to the basement 
of the building and thers applied ‘Chinese 
medicine, One of the coolies told witness 
that the injured man had asked to be sent to 
the Tung Wah Hospital, and witness had 
him sent there, and subsequently a coolie 
came-and reporied that the man had. died in 
the vicksha on the way {o h- spital, The rope 
produced in Court was the one used to lift the 
wardrobe, and’ was bought in March t90q from 
Wong Cheong. The ‘rope was constantly in 
use, and had ‘once raised a ‘stone weighin 
71,200 [bs,, and had been used for raising ward- 
robes thal day as well as on the previous day. 

After medical t: stimony bad been given, 

‘Ry H. Murbford, foreman of the Public 
Works Department, said that he had examined 
the rope produced, ind from its-apptatance he 
considered it quite fit for, the work. There 
was a fault in it, for where it was broken the

‘He clasped, his 
son in his arms, and went to the third storey 
to escape'but could not find a way, His uncle 
then pulled dowa the partition between that 
house and the one on the Enstern side and so 
theyescaped. |Te was unable to return to save 
his wife and daughter owing to the fierceness 
of the flames He took his son to his brother's 
house, and later learned that his wife and 
daughter had been burned to death. «He iden-

PLAGUE REGULATIONS IN THE ' 

NETHERLANDS-INDIA, 


To tua Epiton op tux ‘ Honckona Teuecrari.” 

Str,—In continuance to my letter-of 26th 
inst, No, 128, | have the honour to inform you 
that to-day I reteived the following informa. 
tion concerning plague regulations from the 
Government at Batavia ~ 1 

a, Ships, having called at ports, which have 
been declared by the Government of Nether- 
lands-[ndia to be infected with plague, and 
who made the voyage without any. case of 
Plague and without a great mortality of rats 
on board, but who have not yet undergone me- 
dical inspection in any port of Netherlands. 
India, cannot have free pratique befure ffve. 
days elapsed, since the departure. from the last 
infected port, where they have called, 

Free pratique will, however, be ‘allowed at 
once in the following cases :— . 

1, If during the time when the ship was in 

the roads of the infected port, she has. put her- 
self in voluntary quarantine, viz.: if she has 
only -disembarked passeng-rs, postal docu- 
ments afid goods and taken over only postal 
documents, but if there has been no contact 
neither between the ship and the place, nor 
between the crew and passengers with the in- 
habitants, This voluntary quarantine must be 
confirmed by a declaration under presentation 
of oath of the captain, 
“2. {fon arrival of the ship in a port of Ne- 
therlands-India the infected port; from which 
she departed, is no more declared. by the Gov: 
erriment of Netherlands-India to’ be infected 
with plague, 

6 Xf during the voyage bubonic plague

- Dear Mrs, May,—I willingly accede to’ your 
request that I should expand my suggestion 
that the Benevolent Society should render , 
assistance in the difficult matter of dealing. - 
with cases of destitute seamen in the Colony, - 
whu have become destitute through no fault of 
their own, »,. , ee ne: 

As you are probably aware it is now neces: 
sary before any destitute, who is a seaman, can: ° 
gain admittance to the Sailors’ Home that he 
should deposit, $60.5 a guarantee for the .cost 
of his maintenance and owing to this rule’ ‘ 
which is necessary if the Home is to, kegp’ its 
present satisfactory status of a self-supporting 
institution, many deserving cases-ofdestilution 
are precluded from entering the-Home'and are 
perforce driven to the House of Detention, 

Thave, however, recently arranged that before 
any destitute is arrested by the police and sent 
to the House of Detention as a vagrant he shall 
be sent to the Sailors’ Home and have his casa 
investigated by the superinteadent and chap-

THE EXPROPRIATION BILL, 


SPEECH RY THE GOVERNOR, 


We take thé following verbatim report of 

ypceedings at a mecting of the Singapore 
[egislative Council held on the zoth ult, from 
the Straits Tires of the 21st idem :— 

The Colonial Secretary moved the first read- 
‘ing of the Billentitled an Ordinance to provide 
for the acquisition by the Government of the 
‘Stenits Settlements of the undertaking known. 
as the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company, Limited, 
‘and for the nianagement of the concern. This 
was a measure, he said, of vast magnitude, per- 
haps the most important that had ever been 
introduced into.that Gouncil. In the absence 
of any: printed objects and reasons it was per- 
haps the duty of the mover to state them. The 
object of this Ordinance was to provide for the 
acquisition by the Government of the Straits 
Sottlements—he thought he was prepared to 
say, the acquisition by the Calohy—of the 
undertaking known ‘as the- Tanjong Pagar 
Vock Company in order that the Colony 
should in future control, itsel/, what was of 
the utmost vital importance to its commerce, 
The Ordinance had been drawn up 80 a8 to 
interfere as little.as possible with the business 


_ undertaking hitherto carried on by the Com:

they would sec it was drawn with the special 
Intention of giving: the new Board very, free 
control and of-leaviny them untrammelled by 
the changes attained.

26 and 29 gave the Board the freest possible 
hand in conducting and enlarging the existing 
business and for the appointment and liberal 
treatment of all their officers and employees, 
In the event ofan agreement not being come 
to under Section to as to the purchase price to 
be paid, provisions were made following upon 
thelines of the provisions of the Metropolis Wa- 
ter Act under which the London Water Com- 
panies were very lately expropriated, It was of 
‘course to be haped that some just arrangement 
would becometounder Section 1owithoutarefer- 
ence.to arbitration because the cost of the latter 
must be very great, and it. would be charged on 
the revenue ofthe Board. (f course, it was 
understood that the undertaking must be aself- 
one, so it was in the interests of the 
whole Colony that the price paid tor the under- 
taking should be a fair one and that the costs 
of transfer connected therewith should be as 
low as possible. He was sure the Council 
would give all its aidin endeavouring to effect 
A prompt and just seltlement of the matter, 
which certainly was hound up with our local 
commerce and closely connected with the trade 
of this part of the Empire. (Applause,) 
The Colonial Engmncer seconded the motion 
for the first reading. — ; 
| His Excellency said that, before asking the 
Council to vote on the motion which had been 
put before them 50 concisely bythe hon, Colo- 
nial Secretary, he thought it desimble that he 
should put them in possession of some of what 
they might call the secret history of the last 
few months, and of the objects and motive 
which had influenced the Government in com- 
ing to the decision which was embodied in the 
measure he was submitting to them, There 
could be no question of the importance to the 
Colony, not only.in its present position but still 
more with regard to its future, ‘of the business 
conducted by- the ‘Tanjong Pagar Dock Com- 
pany, When hie arrived here some nine months 
ago or thereby one of the earliest papers sub- 
mitted ‘to him was an application from the 
Company for the loan from the Federated 
Malay States, possessing a large balance, of 
$10,000,000 and a rate af interest of three per 
cent, At first gight he was inclined to inquire 
why the Federnted Malay States Government 
should lend money to the Tanjong Pagar Dock 
Company at u lower rate of interest than it 
was receiving %n investments and what claim 
the Company had on that Government at all, 
He did not raise that question because it ap- 
eared to him obvious that the interests of the 
Federated Malay States in the shipping facili- 
ties of Singapore were almost as close as they 
are for Singapore itsel’, and therefore he de: 
cided to examine the position as carefully as 
he could and in every, direction and see whe- 
ther the proposition put before him ‘was a pro- 
osition which he could regard as in the best 
terests of the Colony and of the ¥ederated 
Malay States. After looking round and seeing 
what the position of the Company wns, the ex- 
traordinary strength of its hold wpon what one 
might call the available wharfage of this Colony, 
with the exception of a very small part at 
Teluk Blangah,-the part occupied by the P, 
and Q. Company and other parts around St, 
James's, he found that the whole foreshore 
which was available or might be available for 
the accommodation of large oceangoing 
steamers was in possession of Tanjong Pagar 
roa oad It was quite true that by reclaim: 
ing the parts he had mentioned, perhaps, on 
the other side, they might have afforded some 
facilities for bunkering and also facilities for 
Innding and despatching goods, but the fact 
was very ohviaus even to one taking a fresh 


‘view of the question that the Company's posi+ 


tlon was a very strong one indeed and that to 
all jntents and purposes the whole oceangoing 
ehipping which touched at Singapore was sub- 
ject to the control, really as far ns its access to 
Singapore was concerned, of this Company. 
It appeared to him that this was a position 
which, however well it might have worked in 
tho past, was one which there was no guarantee 
would always work equally in the futuive, and 
that it was very undesirable in the interests of 
the commerce of.the place that practically the 
whole shipping facilities for larger steamers 
should be entirely under the control of the 
Company, When he learned the position of 
the Company and found that a very large pro-

When the Mannging Directcr went hame in 
June atthe instigation of the Losdon Com- 
mittee he was placed in communication with 
a‘gentleman whose name was not unknown in 
Singapore and whom the Managdrs of Tanjong 
Pagar had the greatest confidénce in—Mr. 
Matthews—and -the result of thbir joirt con- 
sultation was to effect a considerable modifica- 
tion of the seheme prepared by Mir. Nicholson, 
which meant a very considerable increase io 
the cost. The cost then was |estimated at 
Practically $15,0c0,000 for the nqw work. Of 
course the application of the Company was 
now subject to that modification chused by the 
change in the plans and the incrdased cost of 
the contemplated works. He might say that 
from the first the Colonial Office and the 
Secretary of State were very doubtful whether 
his proposala were adequate to givelthe Govern- 
ment and the public here the cd tro! which 
they as wall as himself (hought ie in the 


interests of the port over the policy] of the Com- 


pany. He said policy, not manayement, be- 


cause Government would have nothing to do | 


with the management of the Company either 
now or in the future ; but the policy was decid- 
ed as a matter which sb closely affected the 
port and asa matter in which the Government 
had a say, When the London Committee 
responded to the invitation: of the Secretary of 
State the result was certainly not encouraging. 
It was summarised in the Secretary of State's 
despatch thus "I may add that at the meet: 
ing with the representatives of the London 
Board they made it perfectly clear that they 
would not accept any measure of effective 
Government control, such as that proposed by 
you, unless contimrance of their present divi- 
dend of 12 perce were guaranteed to themy 
and {t was evide. that the continuance of that 
dividend was—as you hinted in your despatch 
—the paramount consideration in their minds, 
They stated during the discussion that without 
Government assistance they could not hope to 
obtain the requisite capital on terms which 
they would be able to accept. In such case 
they proposed to go on with the improvements 
gradually, and as money was available, and 
they suggested a term of 30 years asa possible 
duration ofthe work.” He did not, he confessed, 
when he got this despatch, share the Secretary 
of State's views as to the hopelessness of at- 
tempting further negotiations. He conceived 
that the Company were asking for a good deal 
More at first than they would expect and h 
urged the Secretary of State to continue the 
negotiations on the lines which he had recom- 
mended, However, the Secretary of State, 
having had what he had not, the pleasure of 
seeing what the attitude of the London Com: 
mittee with whom this really rested was in the

The 
new Board were to pay the expense of the 
arbitration if that should be incurred and they 
were to take over the whole of the undertaking, 
that was to say, the whole business of the Com- 
pany of whatever kind.

That 
was to provide that whatever the Board had 
over after its necessary charges bad been met 
should'be devoted to works of improvement or 
extension, or if they thought it so desirable to 
a reduction of the charges. Atthe same time 
with the very larve capital expenditure which 
must be incurred in the near future to bring 
the Board's undertaking up to‘date:- he hoped 
that hon. members and the public would not 
ran away with the hope that ‘the Board’ would 
at arly very early date be able to afford much 
relief: He thought the immediate, early, pro- 
vision of facilities which were urgently requir- 
ed was of more importance than any mere re- 
duction in the rates. He might say that the 
sum he mentioned. of '$15,000,0co, which was 
the estimate of the Consulting Engineers of 
the Company for their works, did not include 
several works which, he believed, many mem- 
bers of the public in Singapore consider- 
ed aseminently desirable. It included noth- 
ing for ‘a farge graving dock such. as he 
believed a very large number of people 
who were interested in the commerce of the 
place considered eminently desirable, and it 
also did not provide for the very considerable 
expenditure which must be incurred on the 
branch of the Company’s undertaking at Penang 
which certainly was ina condition which would 
justify a very large capita! expenditure. He 
was sure hon. members would agree with, him 
that under the conditions which the Secretary 
of State had Jaid down for the future adminis. 
tration of this undertaking. there was every 
reason to believe that the shipping and com- 
merce of Singapore would have its destiny in 
its own hands ‘and that there were in this com- 
munity plenty of technical men who would be 
willing to place their services nt the disposal 
of the Government for the purpose of managing 
the undertaking in the public interests. He 
had every satisfaction in presenting the menaure 
to the Council.as one which was conceived in 
the Best. interests of the community and the 
Government, in the present and for the future. 
(Applause.) 

The first reading was agreed to unanimously, 

The Colonia! Secretary stated that the 
second reading would be taken on 3rd March 

The Council adjourned till toth February.

Sir,—I have given very careful consideration 
to the proposals contained in your confidential 
despatch of the 15th ‘of June, for affording 
financial assistance to the Tanjong Pagar D. ck 
Company in order to enable them to carry out 
ie extensive works which they have in con- 
templation. 

2, [ have obtained from the Company a 
copy of the Report of their Consulting En- 
gineers which | enclose for your information. 
{tis stated in that report (Section 20) that “the 
existing facilities are taxed to the utmost and 
are entirely inadequate ta mect the increasing 
demands of the port,” and from information at 
my disposal [ have no doubt as to the correct- 
ness of the statements made tn paragraph 2 of 
yonr despatch, that there can be no question of 
the inadequacy of the facilities at present 


‘provided, and that “delay in making adequate 


rovision, not only for present requirenients 
Bat for those of the immediate future will be a 
serious injury not only to Singapore but to the 
enormous British shipping interests engaged in 
the Eastern trade.” 

3.. The scheme prepared by the Consulting 
Engineers appears to me, so far as ! am able 
lo forma judgment on the matter, to be well 
devised and to make adequate provision, if it 
is carried out in its entirety, for the require. 
ments of the port for many years to come. but 
its cost will be greater than you were led to rx: 
pect. In paragraph rt of yourdespatch you 
contemplate, an expenditure of abou: 
£1,200,000, whereas the estimate of the En- 
gineers is over £1,500,000, to be spread over 
tS years. 

a. Ic is evident that, if this money is pro- 
vided and the proposed improvements are car- 
ried out, the position of the Company will be 
materially modified 5 its capital in shares ard 
debentures will be increased nearly four-fold, 
and ils influence at once on the affairs of the 
Peninsula and indirectly on British trade and

markets, The report of the collector of cus- 
toms shows a reduction in the number of cigars 
exported from the islands during the last two 
fiscal years of about 42 per cent, as compared 
with the number exported during the preced- 
ing’ two years, 

One large cigar manufacturing firm threa- 
tens to remove its business to Hongkong, 
where it can get Sumatra wrappers free of duty 
and employ much cheaper labour than any 
available in the Philippines. Exporters here 
have almost entirely lost the Oriental markets 
through the competition of cheaper tobacca 
and labour in other parts of the East.
